After the buggy had passed the men 
oncluded to follow.

usumed in this and unfortunately too 
uch time was required for the prepara- 
OD3 to Bave the child from her fate. 
The Indian escaped with the girl, but 
s pursuers made haste nnd his arrest 
llowed. 
As soon as the community learned 
hat had taken place the people began 
o congregate in knots about the Btreets 
nd very soon a well defined lynching 
movement w&s on foot.

AN UNSATISFACTORY AH«IIItlEK

live Stock toil Mail takes issue with TII 
EEITHLJCAK'G propoaition that B railroa 
rate war would be beneficial to Califo 
nia. Tho Mail aaya that it would not b 
beneficial. 
To tho contrary, that 


would bo an actual detriment to tb 
business inlereeta ol the coast, It ma 
be conceded that there is something 
the a) guniont that catting freight charg 
slightly unsettles values for tho time b 
ing, but in thin the benefits realized I. 
buj-iirsand consumers BIO certainlycyu 
to auy inconvenience or loss that ma 
result. In the shipment of our prof 
nets lo market the benefit is nil on th 
side of the producer and dealer. Tfaer 
ie no offset there. Tho cut falls into th 
pocket of tho shipper with a certain! 
that is all the more pleasing because o 
its rarity. Tho ingenious editor of th 
Mail will hardly assert that it is not 
benefit to California to have the coat o 
citrus fruit transportation to the east re 
duced from §1.25 to !)0 cents per 10 
pounds. 
If he does eo contend he 


will not be able to make the orange 
growers believe it. . 


But it was more particularly in regarc 


to passenger tariff from tho east to Call 
fornia that THE REPUBLICAN was contend' 
ing that a cut rata would be beneficial. 
The Mail's argument in opposition to 
that proposition is unique. It believes 
that tho railroad company ia more v'tallj 
interested in the prosnerity and develop- 
ment of California than most people are 
likewise that it understands its own 
business better than other people do. 
Hence that if a reduction of rates from 
the east would bo beneficial io California 
that the company would make it without 
any advice or back talk from newspaper 
editora, who arc not- in a position 
to know how lo run railroads properly. 
This soundB somewhat logical and might 
be accepted OB conclusive but for one or 
two things. Tbe first obstacle in tho 
way of the Mail's sweeping assumption ie 
that the interests of tho state and the 
railroad company are not always in 
accord; the second is that the railroad 
company is not omnipotent. Like all 
other institutions of human creation it is 
liable to make mistakes. THE REPUIILI- 
CAN ia not entertaining an idea that it 
knows better how to run a railroad than 
does Mr, Huntington and hia able aesoci- 
fitoe, but it is nevertheless firm in the 
belief that a radical reduction o( pasfleil- 
gor rates t*^m uie enst for ninety days 
would be of untold benefit to thie state, 
and that tho railroad company would 
not in tho outcome be 
the loser.
